Re Item I 

Basis of the report 

The documents mentioned herein are numbered in accordance wrth the order they appear in 
the International Search Report. 

The amendments filed by the Applicant with the letter dated 28.10.2005 do not introduce any 
subject-matter which extends beyond the application as originally filed. They are thus 
admissible under Art.34{2)(b) PCT. 

Re Item V 

Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability; 
citations and explanations supporting such statement 

The present invention relates to carrier compounds facilitating the delivery of 
pharmacologically active substances. None of the cited documents disclose the claimed 
compounds and the present application fulfills the criteria of Article 33(2) PCT, because the 
claimed subject-matter is new with respect to the prior art as defined in Rule 64(1 ) to (3) PCT. 

D3 represents the closest prior art. D3 discloses compounds for the same use. with some 
structural analogy with the claimed compounds. Due to this stmctural similitude, the skilled 
artisan would have expected at least qualitative analogous properties. 

D3 discloses as well ortho as meta and para diamides. However, the ortho diamides were not 
tested and can thus be considered as not being preferred, although D3 intrinsically teaches 
that these ortho diamides are suitable. 

The present comparative examples 1 -3 (as compared to examples 4 and following) show that 
the meta and para relative position of the 2 amide groups provides for a lower heparin 
intracolonic absorption. This was not expectable. 

The present application thus fulfills the criteria of Article 33(3) PCT, because the claimed 
subject-matter involves an Inventive step (Rule 65(1) and (2) PCT). 
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
